New Shocks Wipe Out 
Cities; Rivers Clogged 
With Victims' Bodies 


300,000 Houses Are Burned; Violence Breaks Out In 


Ruined Towns; Members Of Royal House Killed 


In Catastrophe; Fear For Americans In 


Zone Of Fire and Quakes 


(By the Associated Press) 


SAN FRANCISCO.—Japan today entered the second phase 


of her calamity. This consisted first in a more definite reckon- 
ing through official channels, of the losses sustained 
in the . 


stricken region as a result of earthquake fire, tidaf wave and 
typhoon; second in reconstruction. 


Reports have estimated the loss of life in Tokio, Yokohama 


and vicinity at 100,000 up to 300,000. The latter estimate came 
to the Associated Press 'oy way of Harbin . Damage of prop- 
erty in Tokio alone has been estimated as high as $250,000,000. 


It is'expectde that later, more careful estimates will reduce 


the casualty figurs. In the great shock and excitement exag- 
gerated reports are certain to be made. The Associated Press 
las accepted and passed on all reports that appeared to eminate 
from ordinarily reliable sources, waiting for more accurate ap- 
praisal of the damage until communication could be reestab- 
ished with its bureau in Tokio. 
The first reports were received by The Associated Press 


from its Tokio correspondent through the cooperation of Keu- 
;ers. This confirmed in substance previous reports that Tokio 
and Yokohama had been virtually destroyed and said casual- 
ties in the cities "would run into the thousands. It is said the 
American embassy was destroyed. It added that martial law 
prevailed in all stricken cities and that help from outside was 
3adly needed. 
Reports from Tokio, by way of Shanghai, Pekin and other 


cities today told of rioting and said that police were arming cit- 
izens to cope with the situation. The rioting was ascribed to 
the food shortage mainly. There was no confirmation today of 
yestreday's reports that Koreans had been shot by soldiers as a 
result sf looting. 
The Japanese government is boldly facing three gigantic 


problems arising out of the greatest disaster in the history of 
Japan.The first problem is that of providing food, shelter and 
clothes for more than 2,000,000 people in Tokio and for many, 
additional millions in the other cities and districts affected. 
The emergency commandeering act will enable the authorities 
to requisition the necessary supplies and labor. The relief 
work is toeing organized throughout the nation. 


The second problem is that of maintaining peace and order 


in Tokio and other cities where already looting and violence are 
reported. Martial law has been invoked and other military 
measures have been adopted to cope with the situation. 


The third problem is that of reconstructing the cities, th« 


railways, roads and telegraph and telephone lines. It is esti- 
mated that at least $5,000,000,000 will be required for this 
work.

Reports received here today said rioting menaced the 


destroyed Japanese cities. Two hundred Koreans driven from 
Tokio 'by soldiers enforcing martial law procured arms in Hach- 
ioji, near the capital and started a disturbance. The police were 
arming officials and citizens to cope with the situation, accord- 
ing to a Japanese news agency which stated that the revolting 
Koreans had connections between Tbkio and Yokohama,

Why &re there no earthquakes 


in Madison? 
Prof. C. K. Leith 


of the university geology depart- 
ment says the explanation is that 
Madison is not in the so called 
earthquake zone. 
"There 
are two 
principal 


earthquake zones in the world," 
he explains. 
"The earth in this 


section of the country is pretty 
well settled; it does not move 
about violently; There are cer- 
tain distinct 
zones 
along 
the 
west coast of North and South 
America and on the southeast 
coast of Asia. These are places 
where the earth is constantly 
shifting. 


"The earth is under a constant 
strain," Prof. Leith said. "When 
these strains accumulate in suf- 
ficient strength tney cause the 
earth to break open. The earth 
is never still anywhere, but in 
some places, especially along the 
seacoaats where mountains bor- 
•der the oceans, these 
disturb- 


ances become more noticeable."

U. S. Embassy Is Safe 


(By the Associated Press) 


WASHINGTON.—All members of the American embassy 


staff at Tokio are safe. Ambassador Woods advised the state 
department today in the first message received from him since 
the earthquake that none of the embassy staff was injured, al- 
though all embassy buildings were totally destroyed. 


The ambassador said the food situation was very acute and 


asked that-rations toe sent at once from the Philippine Islands. 


Coincidentally the state department received a dispatch 


from American Consul Davis at Shanghai saying Tokio, Yoko- 
hama and Yokosuka had been "completely wiped out." Casual- 
ties among foreigners, he said, had been "very numerous." 


All Baptist missionaries in Japan are believed safe, ac- 


cording to a cablegram received early today. 


Consul Davis confirmed reports that Max D. Kirjassoff, 


American consul at Yokohama and his wife, are dead. 


Consul Davis' dispatch dated at noon today based on infor- 


mation received from the steamship President Jeffreson said: 


"Yokohama completely wiped out by earthquake and fire.

WASHINGTON, D. C.—Overrul- 


ing the recommendation of its spe- 
cial examiner, the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission has ruled that 
class rates from Wisconsin terri- 
tory and St. Paul to destinations in 
the lower Mississippi valley estab- 
lished by several railroads last fall 
are not unreasonable and permits 
them to go irito effect. When this 
rates were promulgated the Carna- 
tion Milk Products Co., operating 
plants in Berlin, Richland Center, 
Chilton, Oconomowoc, Sullivan and 
Jefferson, Wis., filed a protest at- 
tacking their reasonableness. The 
case has for more than a year been 
dragging through various stages oi 
procedure. 


Joining with the Carnation Co. 


were the National Canners' asso- 
ciation and the Midwest Milk Manu- 
facturers' association, who contend- 
ed that the proposed class rates 
would work unfair and ruinous dis- 
crimination on the dairying inter- 
ests of Wisconsin, Minnesota and 
other sections affected by them. 


The commission in its order de- 


clares that the through class rates 
charged by the carriers in some in- 
stances exceed the aggregate of in- 
termediate class rates, in violation 
of law. 
The offending roads are

On August 29, Governor McMaster, 


of South Dakota, issued the following 
statement:— 


"At a meeting with Colonel Stewart, 


Chairman of the Board of Directors of 
the Standard Oil Company of Indiana 
and other Standard Oil Officials, held in 
Pierre this morning, Mr. Stewart ex- 
pressed unqualifiedly the willingness of 
Standard Oil to comply with the wishes 
of the consumers of the State of South 
Dakota in so far as those wishes could 
be expressed and interpreted by the 
governor of this state. These Standard 
officials, although they contend that the 
present prices do not properly reflect 
the costs of production, refining and dis- 
tribution, plus a reasonable profit, were 
willing, at my request, to do one of two 
things—raise the price of gasoline imme- 
diately in the State of South Dakota 
where it would represent a six and six- 
tenths cent reduction over former prices, 
or maintain, for the time being, sixteen 
cent gasoline in the State of South 
Dakota, using Mitchell as a base. 


"After due consideration, the Standard 


Oil officials were asked by the governor 
to maintain the present price of 16 cents 
•for the time being. I wish to accept full 
responsibility for this situation and state 
that Standard Oil, by deed and act, is 
working in fullest co-operation with the 
governor of this state and therefore can 
in no respect be blamed for 16 cents 
gasoline from this date. 


"I realize that the independents who 


have viciously assailed and attacked me 
will raise bitter complaint against this 
condition. 
However, after due con- 


sideration and investigation, I wish to 
say that if the former gasoline prices of 
this state \vere excessive, the indepen- 
dents of this state were just as respons- 
ible for that condition and were just as 
guilty of taking excess profits as was 
^Standard Oil.

former gasoline prices prevailed cue! aifj 
independent of this state raise one objec- 
tion or bring one complaint to this office 
in an_effort to bring about any reduction 
in price but they were perfectly willing 
to profit to the fullest extent. 


"I realize that all sorts of charges will 


be made against me because of this ac- 
tion, but in view of the fact that gasoline 
can be purchased at various refineries 
today for approximately seven cents a 
gallon, it will not work injury to the 
public cause if the Independents are 
forced for the time being to do business 
on a small margin of profit. There is no 
particular reason why the State Govern- 
ment should guarantee to the Independ- 
ent Oil Dealers of this state, at least for 
the time being,fixed profits,especially in 
view of the fact that they were perfectly 
willing and were a party to take ex- 
cessive profits from the people." 


This clearly defines the position' 


which the Standard Oil Company (Ind- 
iana) has maintained throughout this 
controversy.

ALF a century ago Christopher Latham 
Sholes, already known in Wisconsin his- 
tory of journalism and politics, perfected 


a machine that was to "revolutionize communi- 
cation and the expansion of modern business, 
a-rvd more important still, has proven the chief 
factor in the economic emancipation of women. 
In a little machine shop in the outskirts of Mil- 
waukee, Sholes and his two assistants develop- 
ed the first "type-smter," the name he gave his 
machine. 
He had been a printer, then an 


editor, in Madison and later in Kenosha, where 


j he became postmaster and afterwards served 


that district in the Legislature. 
It was after 


moving to Milwaukee, where, he was editor of 
the "Daily Sentinel" and "News" for a long 


" time, that he went to work on his typewriter. 


That the art of recording thought, 
with 


speed in process, has been a requirement of 
man for ages, is shown by the history of short- 
hand dating back to antiquity. 
It remained 


for the typewriter to perfect the process which 
shorthand had half accomplished—to complete- 
ly emancipate the executive and save the high- 
est quality of brain power, and give more time 
to creative tasks. Although there were a few 
early attempts at writing- machines, they were 
very clumsy affairs, and were slower than 
handwriting. With the advent of the telegraph, 
the need for a speedy" writing machine became 
all the more crying- Mr. Sholes proved to be 
the man to fill the need though it took a good 
six years of struggle and effort. 


"The Story of the Typewriter" is an exceed- 


ingly interesting -history showing the develop- 
ment of the machine in these fifty yearns, from 
the first rude model of 1873 to the noiseless 
machine of 1923. 
One scarcely realizes the 


realm of the typewriter, extending to all the 
countries of the literate world, with schools 
at large 'centers graduating thousands of wom- 
en to insure a supply of efficient operators. 
Our attention is called- to the fact that the 
typewriter is a decided factor in making Eng- 
lish the commercial language for the East and 
thus has even been instrumental in spreading 
language itself. 
The Herkimer County His- 


torical Society has published a splendid his- 
tory of the typewriter in its many sjpheres of 
'influence in commemoration of the 50th anni- 
versary of the invention of the machine. 


As a factor in education the typewriter prom- 


ises to be an increasing influence—with port- 


| ables in homes children will have increased op- 


i portunities for reading-, writing, and spelling, 


fascinated by the machine .itself and the at- 
tainable perfection in words and sentences.

Persecution In France 


[From Wisconsin Farmer] 


While on his present European trip Senator 


R. M. La Follette will have the opportunity to 
visit for the first time the country from -which 
his lineage on his paternal side is sprung:, the 
fair land of France. 
. 


The senator-is not on a sight-seeing or senti- 


mental tour, but rather'on. one of investigation, 
study and -vrork, and he will therefore give hut 
.brief time to any particular country. His orig- 
inal plan was to look into the labor situation in 
England, the economic conditions in Germany 
and the co-operative, system of Denmark, with 
only brief visits 
to Holland, Belgium 
and' 


France and possibly Italy. He had not planned 
to go to Russia, but since arriving on the con- 
tinent he decided to be one of a senatorial party 
to visit some of the leading cities of that coun- 
try and thus get some first-hand information 
relating to its people and government. 
If he 


would .wish to tread the ground of his known 
French forbears, he would need but to visit 
Paris and the island of Jersey. 


It is somewhere in the neighborhood of one 


and three-quarters centuries since the first of 
his ancestors came to America, John (or Jean) 
La Follette arrived at Hoboken-, New Jersey, 
with his wife and three sons, Joseph, George- 
and Charles. The family, it is said, came from 
the island of Jersey, in the English channel, 
where at least one of-the sons was born about 
1740. 
The tradition is that the family, was 


driven out from France during the period of 
religious terror -because of its Huguenot and 
fl-ed, like Victor Hugo later, to the channel 
island of Jersey. The La FolleKes were at the 
time manufacturers of silks at or near the city 
of Paris. Evidently John La Follette believed 
the name of New Jersey had a more promising 
sound and being of an interprising nature he 
resolved to seek a new fortune in the unde- 
veloped -western world. 
4 


After remaining in New Jersey for a time 


the family resolved to push westward and this 
has been a trait of the family since that time. 
It had been a body of pioneers and hardy 
frontier people always looking for something 
better beyond. 


They went down the coast to the Chesapeake 


bay, thence up the Potomac river past the pres- 
ent site of the city of Washington, then the 
site of an Indian village, past the present Har- 
per's Ferry, later to ''become famous through 
John Brown's raid, and settled in what is now 
Hampshire county, West Virginia, then a part 
of the state of Virginia, and where numerous 
descendants live today. This wss during or im- 
mediately following the Revolution, in which 
war the 'father, Jean La Follette, and possibly 
one of the sons also, was killed, it is said, in a 
skirmish with the British and^ndians. 


Joseph 'La Follette, the son from whom the 


senator is descendant, branched out in another 
direction, going with his family over the moun- 
tains into what is now Hardin- county, Kentucky, 
where the ancestors of Abraham Lincoln were 
among their later neighbors. In 1828 Joseph 
La Follette, then an old man, moved with his 
son Jesse (born 1781) to Putnam county, In- 
diana, whsre he died in 1834, the soil of Indiana 
thus containing the remains of one of the orig- 
inal La Follettes in America. One of Jesse La 
Follette's sons was 4.°sian> born in Indiana, 
July, 1817. He and several of his brothers were 
among the pioneers. who settled in Primrose, 
Dane county, Wisconsin, in 1849 and '50'. Josiah 
La Follette, father of Senator La_ Follette, was 
chairman of Primrose at the time of his death 
in 1856, a few months after Robert was born. 


•Senator La Follette's mother, it may be said, 


was a Ferguson, whose Scotch ancestors came 
to North Carolina about the same time as the 
arrival of the La Toilettes. 
Owing to hard 


times, religious persecutions and war and rev- 
olution there was quite an emigration of Scotch 
people to the Carolines and Virginia about that 
time. Among those, to settle in North Carolina, 
with his family, was the famous FloAi Mac- 
Donald, who spirited the second Stuart pre- 
tender out of Scotland after the disastrous bat- 
tle of Culloden in 1745, -the story of which 
thrilled the school children of a century and 
more ago.

Handle Large Assembly Of Normal People

ple has been a member of the special police de- 
tail that guards the White House. In this time 
he has made few arrests, has never injured a 
prisoner and -has never drawn his revolver. • 
When tact and patience .fail' 
he uses persuasion with sue-

President, that some of them 
are dangerous and many of 
them armed. 


When appointed to special 


duty Dalrymple was a young 
officer on the 
Washington 


police force. 
Later he won 


promotion, and in October, 
last year, when the White 
House Guard was made a

separate organization, he was made the rank- 
ing officer of the three police sergeants and 
thirty policemen who protect the life and the 
home of the President; 
• 


A -quick sizing up of Sergeant Dalrymple 


fails to indicate his pacific methods. 
His jaw 


is square and prominent, and his head is firmly 
set on massive shoulders. 
You'd undoubtedly 


think him ten years younger than he is and 
guess his weight around 200. He is nearly six 
feet tall and looks like a fighter. But his gray 
eyes are exceedingly kind. 


He insists that the effectiveness of the guard 


is due entirely to the men of the organization. 
"I hold my rank," he said, "simply because I've 
been here longest. You can't find thirty police- 
men anywhere who outrank; our" men-in charac- 
ter and intelligence. They were all hand-pick- 
ed from th* Wa»hmjton police force, 


on the basis of merit. 


"At all hours there are officers and a Ser- 


geant on duty in and around'the White House. 
When a caller shows signs of unreasonableness 
the officer immediately calls the Sergeant. The 
officer may need assistance, and it makes 
a 


good impression on the caller. That's why I've 
had so much experience with the cranks." 
. The Sergeant spoke of the conventions held 
so frequently in Washington and of the large 
crowds they always bring to the White House. 
He remarked that he would rather confront the 
most dangerous crank than to handle a large 
assembly of normal people. 


"The largest crowd we ever had," he contin- 


ued, "was during the Shriners' convention last 
June. That week we conducted about 60,000 
people through the east wing and the parlor 
floor of the White House^ There were always 
several thousand crowded along the walks, the 
driveway and in the lobby of the wing. We let 
them through in groups of about 1,000, escort- 
ed by two guards. 


Regarding the many kinds of people who call 


to see the President, Sergeant Dalrymple said 
that they could be classified as honey-moorers, 
politicians ' and 
offiier-^eekers, • tourists 
and 


cranks with schemes^ for solving all- the pro»- 
lems of the universe. 


"The honeymooners," he observed, smiling, 


"drift in throughout the year. 
In June they 


seem to hold a regular convention. 
They're 


i amusing because of their useless efforts to con- 
ceal the fact that they are -newly married.
